EVIDENCE ALL IN 
IN PERJURY CASE 


Judge Taylor Will Give Decision 
This Morning in Osser 


Case, 
The case of perjury against P. Os- 
ser, who was employed by the city 


police in connection with the gambling 
house charge registered against the 
Commercial elvb, which | caused the 
raid on the club on the night of No- 
vember 28th, was heard in the dis- 
trict court yesterday before Judge 
Taylor and a decision in the case was 
reserved until this morning at ten 
o'clock. 

The charge arises out of the evid- 
ence given by Osser in the _ police 
court, When the charge of keeping a 
gaming house was dismissed against 
Dr. Karnop, the manager of the club, 

The raid was made late on a Satur- 


day night and on the following day 
Osser and Leggatt, the two men em- 
ployed by the police to get evidence 
of gambling again yisited the club, on 
which occasion they were closeted 
with Karnop for some time when it 
was alleged that Osser had been en- 


deavoring to get out of the difficulty. 
The document prepared was produced 
in the police court when the accused 
denied the statements which were con- 
tained in this document made up by 
Karnop and three men who had been 
hidden in a closet to be eavesdropners 
of the conversation, 

Following the pollee court case, a 
charge of perjury was enteréd against 
Osser by Karnop. 

Evidence on behalf of the prosecu- 
tion was given yesterday morning by 
Dr. Marnop, 4. A, Little and P. Read, 
in which they reaffirmed the evidence 
they aad given in the police couyt, 
showing that the latter two had been 
closeted in a small room off that in 
which Karnop had his interview with 
Osser and Leggatt, and reiterated their 
statements that the document had 
been made up from their recollection 
of the conversation between Karnop 
and the accused, 

Following the evidence for the pro- 
secution J. J. MeCaffrey, who was ap- 
pearing for the accused, applied for 
a non suit. This was Opposed by EF, B 
Cogswell, who was appearing for the 
crown 

Judge Taylor decided that the case 
should be continued and for the de- 
fence Sergeant Shaw and Detective 
Fryant were placed in the box to prove 
that the accused had visited the club 
on the day following the raid to get 
further evidence. 

Legatt and Osser were both placed 
in the box and told their story of the 
visit to the club following the raid 
Both denied positively the accuracy 
of the document produced, in connec- 
tion with their interview with Karnop 
in that he had asked Osser what was 
his proposition and if a monetary one 
it would be considered if it were with- 
in reason, and that he had said it was 
possible to put the criminal code 


through any court. and that he was

Hint Thrown Out by President

LORD KITCHENER 
OATIGFIED WITH 
QUPPLY OF MEN 


Baror Lucas Declares the Rate of 
Recruiting is Wholly 
Satisfactory. 


LONDON, an. 8.-4:55 p.m.—"“We 
have every remon @ be salisied with 
the rate at Which men are coming 


into the army, but nothing will draw 
from me the numbers recruded for 
the reason that the value of such ftig- 
ures to the enemy would be enor- 
mous,"' said Baron lucas, speaking for 
the government in the llouse of Lords 
this afternoon. 

“We Know that Germany is raising 
jarce numbers of new troopa outside 
of (he usual military organization 
from a part of the population not 
usually trained to arms." Baron Lucas 
continued, ‘No information could 
be of greater value to us than to have 
details concerning the progress of that 
work and how many men they are 
getting and training. The number 
they have or wish to have would be 
information of the very highest mili- 
tary Importance to the allies.” 

Kitchener Satisfied 

Baron Lucas added that Earl Kit. 
chener was satisiied. with the rate at 
which recruiting was proceeding be-

POSSIBILITIES 
OF PEAGE RIVER 


Rev. H. 8S. Bagneil, Baptist Mis- 
sionary, Describes the North 
Country in Address, 


_-———— 


Rev. H. 8. Bagnall, pioneer mis- 
sionary of the Baptist church in the 
Peace River country, delivered an ad- 
ss in the First Baptist church on 
dnesday evening. His subject was 
“Peace Riyer Possibilities.” The au- 
dience which heerd hin. was an ite 
usually jarge one, Rey. Mr, Bagnall, 
who resides at Lake Saskatoon, has 
been in the Peace River district two 
years and a half, and in that time has 
thoroughly covered the settled portion 
of the country. In his address he used 
a Jarge map, showing the settlement 
which has already taken place. Start- 
ing at Sawridge, at the east end of 
lesser Slavé Lake, he traced the set- 
tlement, through Swan River, High 
Prairie, Round Lake, Stinking Lake 
district, Pruden’s Crossing, Peace 
River Crossing, Shaftesbury Settle- 
ment, Cold Springs, Tne Waterhole, 
Dunvegan, Spirit River, Grande 
Prairie and Pouce Coupe. 


In his reference to the country in 
general he stated that it was adapted 
to agricultural rather, than ranching 
purposes. In dealing with the settle- 
ment which already has taken place, 
and which he estimated as between 
3,000 ty 4,000 people in Grande Prairie 
alone, he made an interesting compar- 
ison between Grande Prairie and 
Prince Kdward Island in respect to 
area and population. Prince Edward 
Island with 1,000,000 acres has a popu- 
lation of 100,000 people. Grande 
Prairie, roughly speaking, has 2,000,- 
000 atres fit for settlement at the pre- 
sent time, and every year the prairie 
is extending by reason of the clearing 
process it is undergoing on its fringes 
through fires; and notwithstanding 
that it is hemmed in by 
country south of the Wapiti, 
Saddle mountains to the north lying 
between the prairie and the Spirit 
River country, it is .Mr. Bagnall's 
firm belief that the Grande Prairie 
district will double in size and will 
support equally as many people as 
Prince Edward Island outside of large 
towns and cities, What is true of 
Grande Prairie and its arable land is 
equally true of other prairies men- 
tioned, 

Mr, Bagnall referred specifically to 
the country north of the Peace river, 
between the Crossing and Fort St. 
John. He declared that while at pre- 
sent the prairie country here extends 
a distance of only 20 miles back trom 
the river, he is convinced that with 
the scrub removed there will be an al-

the climate Mr. Bagnall stated that 
the plows last fall were not stopped 
by frost till well on in November, This 
fact has made it possible to prepare 
a large acreage for next spring, 

In 1907 in Grande Prairie there 
were 10 acres of land seeded on , April 
14. In 1934, 200,000 acres we re seed- 
ed, one settler alone, L. having 
900 acres in crop. Mr, Werk had in 
his granaries at the beginning of last 
year about 15,000 bushels of oats, Mr.

ss lency, The cost of the department 
is heavy, but it should be remember- 
by that the area of Edmonton was the 
same as that of Toronto. The time tor 
retrenchment, howev had come, 
and they must accommodate them- 
selves to that condition. Mr. Alton 
concluded by paying a’ tribute to the 
Ity of the employees, and said the 
success of the department had been 
largely due to that fact,
